A terrific bombardment of the Chinese positions has pro- 
ceeded relentlessly, but if it was, hoped to shake the morale 
of the defenders, the shelling has had no effect.

JAPAN AND THE CRISIS. 


The situation as between China 
wend Japan has not undergone spy 
marked change during the past 
twooor three days, unless it be that 
the confifets in which the — rival 
forces are engaged are daily taking 
on more and-more of the charac: 
teristics of a real war, Continued 


Dombardmenta and actual hand-to- 


hand fighting reveal the facet that 
nothing effective has been done to 
prevent the situation developing 
along even more serious lines, Inthe 
circumstances, the position ia one 
of continued gravity, and there are 
no indications that the Japanese 
intend letting. up in their attacks 
on the Chinese defenders, who are 
offering a far more stubborn resis- 
sunce than was expected. 

With the arrival of the firat mail 
from Shanghai since . serious 
trouble broke out, We learn that 
foreign opinion there was first in- 
clined to be somewhat lenient — to- 
wards the Japanese, on the ground 
that they had suffered a good deal 
of provocation, but that this at- 
titude has now undergone a marked 
change, with the result that the 
‘Japanese are being severely con- 
demned for pitching into the Chi- 
nese without giving them a chance 
of making good their promises in 
respect of the four demands. Here 
\we touch on the vital point of the 
@apanese policy in Shanghai. The 
Jnupinese justifiention for taking 
drastic action rests on an allega- 
tion that whilst their marines were 
proaceding to take up thefr as 
signed positions for the defence’ of 
the Settlement, Chinese troops 
ppened fire on them and precipitat- 
¢d-a conflict of which the present 
Yituntion is the outcome. This 
wmllegation is repeated in the latest 
statement issued by the Tokyo 
Government. but neither in 
the very detailed reports 
which we have received from 
our own correspondent und from 
Reuter, nor in the versions. con- 
taincd In Shanghai newspapers to 
hand, is there any mention of such 
an Incident. It was at 2 p.m. on 
January 28th that the Japanese 
Conaul received the reply from the 
Mayor of Shanghat agrecing to all 
the four demands put forward.

A recent magazine contains

BRITISH IDEAS ON 
- DISARMAMENT. 


BRILLIANT SPEECH 
BY SIR J. SIMON. 


THE ILLUSION OF 
“SECURITY.” 


London, Feb, 8. 

The main feature. of Britain's 
disarmament proposnis were anc] 
nounced at a plenary session of the 
Geneva Conference by the Forelgn 
Secretar’, Six John Simon, to-day, 
embedyiine tac abolition of aub- 
murines, of gaa and chemical war- 
fare, a reduction In the size of 
warshipm and of their gun ealibre, 
the prohibition of Innd jcuns over 
nocertain calibre and) the limita. 
Hon of conséription by agreement. 

In reference to submarines, Sir 
John Simon sath: Phe sii and 
yallantry fa thit dangerous ser 
viee- in Britain to-day we mourn 
the lose of a submarine crew of 
sixty men, engulfed ino time of 
pence nr no justification for ita 
continupnce,” 


“LP will not disguise (he fact that 
the abolition of the submarine would 
be In the intereste of our country, 
but In saying thin J absolutely deny 
that we regard (th abolition an any 
exclusive interest of ours. ‘The 
abolition of submarines would be a 
contribution to disarmament which 
the cHizens of cvery country could 
underatand. Our proposal ‘in in the 
Interests of humanity ond atable 
and permanent peace.” 


Underlying Principle, 

Regarding the principle an. 
derlying the proposals, Sir John 
Simon sald; “Since our common 
object fa to diminish the aum total 
of armaments nad the expenditure 
upon them, it follows that woe must 
Utreet special attention to sach 
prohibition or Vimitation aa will 
weaken attack jun se remove the 
tomplation for aggressien.”

LIBERIA. 


ASITUATION THAT MAY 
EXPLODE. 


: : January &. 
The Liberian Republic in West 
Africa was’ created for the pur- 
pose of finding an ‘African home 
for slaves Uberated from the 
pluntntions of the Southern States 
of America. .The first colony, was 
founded in 1822, but it waa. not 
until 1847 that the free and inde- 
pendent State was innugurated. 
Grent Hritnin waa first: amongst 
the nations of the world to roe- 
cognine the soverelyn status of the 


| Republic. 


The Constitution of Liberia is 
modelled on that .of the United 
States of America, but only a 
small number of persons, mostly 
descendants of the Amorican 
negroes, enjoy the franchise. The 
contro] of the country and of the 
2,000,000 native Inhabitants is in 
the hands of the descendants | of 
the slaves and of certain semi- 
educated negrocs who have 
from the 
adjoining British and = French 
territory. From its Inception the 
African natives have shown  in- 
creasing antipathy to their Ameri- 
can overlords, and few years have 
passed without wars. Although 
Liberia has contracted Jonns ex- 
ceeding: £1,000,000 sterling, no- 


thing has been done for the coun-!- 


It Is still without railways, 
system, 


try. 
roads, and a ‘telegraph 
whilst there is very little State 
education outside Monrovia, the 
capital of Liberia, The debt is 
held now almost entirely by Ameri- 
can Interests. ~ : 

The main Liberian problem at 
the moment is quite simple—- 
namely, is it coneelvable that 
2,000,000 virile people will con- 
tinue to submit indefinitely to op- 
pression at the hands of a smalt 
body of timid, panicky, and largely 
corrupt aliens? 

Whilst Washington and Goneva 
are discussing “things are happen- 
tng” in West Africa, tragic things 
are taking place in the interior, 
tribal anger is rising everywhere, 
canoes are passing awiftly along 
certain rivers during the night

was done. Then the Liberian 
official delegates at Geneva 
formally declared -to the League 
that there was no truth In the 
charges made by Lady Simon ond 
others. But those who made the 
charges knew that every statement 
could bo proved up to the hilt, and 
in tho end a Joint Commission 
under Dr. Cuthbert Christy was 
dispatched to West Africa. 


Tho Christy Report, published’ 


last yenr, startled the civiliacd 
world, not. only by confirming 
overy allegation made but, a8 was 
anticipated by showing that the 
situation was much more serious 
than had been supposed. Slinve- 
owning, slave-trading on sea 
and land; and forced labour for 
private profit were proved, whilst 
vorruption, bribery, and fraud 
wore established . against many 
persons occupying high officlal 
positions. 
ment has been inflicted for any 
of.these crimes, nor have the 
slaves shipped oversens been re- 


lensed. : 

The Lengue Committee dis- 
patched another Commission to 
Liberia ta investignte certain 
fenturos.

Mr.-Lloyd George arrived at 
Plymouth thia. morning on board 
the P. and O. liner Rajputana from 
Ceylon, and afterward left for 
Churt.

It would seem from 
these Ietters that there Is serious 
unrest nmongst the Kroos, ’ and 
that they are beginning to rise. 
Reports are now being made about 
another tribe of sterner stuff than 
even the Kroos, But to prevent 
iany misconception it should be 
aid that there ia no evidence yet 
of unrest amongst the Mendis. 
The natives gre beginning to be- 
lieve that the hour of their de- 
liverance is drawing, near; and 
‘that it is beat to win that deliver: 
lance themselves. But what if 
circumstances provide a. reason- 
able excuse for a third purty to 
take a hand? That development 
might lead anywhere.

JAPAN AND THE 


CRISIS. 

The situation as between China 
and Jopan has not undergone any 
marked change during the  paat 
two or three days, unless it be that 
the contliets in which the rival 
forces are engaged are daily taking 
on more and more of the charne- 
teriatics of n real war. Continued 
bombardments and actual hand-to- 
hand fighting reveal the fact that 
pothing effective has been done to 


prevent the situation 
along even more serious lines. In the 


| circumstances, the position is one 


of continued gravity, and there are 
no indications that the Japanese 
intend letting up in their attacks 
on the Chinese defenders, who are 
offering a far more atubborn resis- 
tance than was expected, 

With the arrival of the first mail 
from Shanghai since — serious 
trouble broke out, we learn that 
foreign opinion there was first in- 
clined to be somewhat lenicnt —to- 
wards the Japanese, on the ground 
that they had suffered a good deal 
of provocation, but that this nt- 
titude has now undergone a marked 
change, with the result that ‘the 
Japaneso are being severely con- 
demned for pitching into the Chi- 
nese without giving them a chance 
of making good their promises in 
respect of the four demands. Here 
we touch on the vital point of the 
dapanese policy in Shanghai. The 
Japanese justification for taking 
drastic aetion rests on an allega- 
tion that whilst their marines were 
proceeding ta take up their as- 
wigned positions for the defence of 
the Settlement, Chinese. troops 
opened fire on them and precipitat- 
td a conflict of which the present 
Situation is the outcome. Thin 
allegation is repeated in the latest 
atatement Issued by the Tokyo 
Government, hut neither’ in 
the very detailed reports 
which we have received from 
our own correspondent and from 
Reuter, nor in the versions con- 
tained in Shanghai newspapers to 
hand, fs there any mention of ‘such 
un inefdent. It was at 2 pm. on 
January 28th that the Japanese 
Conawl recelved the reply from the 
Mayor of Shanghal agreeing to all 
the four demands: - put. - forward, 
This reply was accepted as detng 
satisfactory, At 4 p.m. the State 
of Emergency was declared. The 
next development was at 8,30 p.m. 
whon Admiral Shiozawa, announced 
his deelaton to occupy Chapel, The 
renson given‘in the Admiral’s pro- 
clamation was cloar and specific. 
Tt was that “tho Imperial Japan- 
eae Navy, ‘fooling extreme auxicty: 
about the situation in Chapel. 
where Japanese nationals resfde“in 
great numbers, have. decided to 


developing, 


send out troops to this section for 


the enforcement of law and ordar.”* |. 


No mention whatever js mada of 
Japaneso marines having bec 
fired’ on whilst proceeding to their 
asalgned positions in the Sottle- 
ment defence scheme, At —mid- 
night, the oceipation began, “uc- 
cording to plan.” followed by an 
{ntense aerial bombardment. In 
other words, Japan had evidently 
decided to oceupy Chapel. no mat- 
tor whether the reply to the four 
demanda were  sntisfactory oF 
otherwise, Certainly) mo opper- 
tunity whatever was xiven the 
Chinese to discharge their pro- 
mises, a 

Therein another ‘aspect of the 
Kokyo Government's latest, atutes 
ment which calla for comment, It 
is the statement that ndditional 
reinforcements were sent by Japan 
to relieve the Inhabitants of all 
natlonalities from the strain of 
fenr and disquiet, and for the pro- 
tection of the common Interests of 
the Powers, with whom Japan says 
rhe ix co-operating in contributing 
peae and well-being fn the Far 
Enat. The cluiima would be more 
seriously taken were ft not for the 
fnet that the Powers have in no 
uncertain manner expressed their 
disapproval of Japanese action in 
Shanghal. It surely cannot be 
seriously contended that Japan's 
policy reflects co-operation with the 
Lowers when these —_selfsame 
Powora have felt impelled to utter 
atrong protests against the men- 
sures she has secn fit to employ. 
That is asking too much for the 
outside world to believe, 


‘The Rattle of the Bexes,

A worker fresh from 
another fleld of endeavour can fre- 
quently seo where certain methods 
sin be improved, Anyone who for 
years his enrried on the same 
work—as have many of those 
women who ure dubbed ‘Unalter- 
ably “canservative’ because © not 
willing to adopt new devicea with- 
out some thought-—needs to be 
consistently alert to keep from 
slipping into ruts, Few 
would deny that there are 
fome men who would make more 
eMcient hounckeepers than’ some 
women: or that there are some 
women who have shown them- 
selves better at business than 
some men.: Some men drive 
motorcars better than some ‘Wwo- 
men; and vice veras. All men are 
not “natural” drivers or business 
experts. “Nor are all women “na. 
tural” housekeepers. There Is 
zx phase of  mentality,, how- 
ever, Which likes to make 
sweeping generalizations based 
entirely upon sex, Choosing cases 
of inefiiciency in some feld, at 
finds profound -satiafaction in 
blacklisting one entire sex, to the 
unqualified glory of the other. 
Something peculiarly immature 
and superfcal lurks in such 
generalizations, There are too 
many diferent kinds of. men and 
of women, too many proved ex- 
ceptions in every kind of achieve- 
ment or failure, to allow for broad 
conclusions defined merely by 
n Hne between the sexes. 
This back-fence bonsting, thia 
boy-nnd-girl sticking out of ton- 
gues, would be too trivial to merit 
notice were it not for certain con- 
sequences. Apart from Its proval- 
ence ns a species of self-Indul- 
gence, it rouscs an unkind sort of 
mass backbiting, a counter-boast- 
ing! invidiaus comparisons and in- 
aidlous’ antagonisms between men 
and women who in this-age of 
wider horizons arc learning. the 
need of oxpressing co-opera- 
tion and = not rivalry. Per- 
haps ‘the. day when an exccl- 
lent male housckeoper. may with- 
out’ neighbourhood comment, 
change places with an efficient 
business wifo is yet far off. ‘But 
there aro fow homes which could 
not benefit from masculine attén- 
tion to genuine home-making,

Whole nations, under tho in- 
fluence of these dynamic bullics, go 
through tho throes of revolution 
and civil war maybe, just to gratify 
the over-leaping ambitions that can _ 
be traced to gourmandising in the 
eradle, After all the 
xettled, and the casualties have 
been disposed of, most people are 
neither better nor worse off than 
they were before the disastrous up- 
henval.

Regard the records of authentic 
history, and dispasstonately size up-.

aries, conquerors, and prophets, 
Does the sum total of thelr beat 
accomplishments for humanity 
come near.compensating for all the 
misery and suffering they caused? 
It is probable that the world’s in- 
ferensingg «purpose, 
throuyhout the ages, would work 
out its own salvation just as well, 
and almost ‘as quickly, without out- 
side assistance from the supermen. 
Behind the blistering pageant of 
the world’s dictators, I fancy, lier 
a sordid record “of ‘personal ambi~ 
tion and greedy machination, 

That plain, blunt man, Mark An- 
tony, waa only partly right. Both’ 
Brutus and Cesar were ambitious. 
My admiration gocs out more: 
readily to the quiet onergy of the 
world’s silent pioneers, to the prac- 
tical engineer, the earnest scien- 
tlat, the inspired poet, or the clofa- 
tered literary worker, even to the 
grent actor or stage comedian, 
than to those frenzied agitators 
who are for ever buaying them- 
selves with their neighbours’ af- 
fairs trying to change tho way 
they live and spend their days, and 
bellowing for a millennium whose 
promised golden dawn keeps re- 
treating as mankind “advances.”

‘THE ILLUSION OF 
“SECURITY.” 


London, Feb. 8. 

The main feature of Britain's 
disarmament proposala. were an- 
notinced at a plenary xesHion of the 
Geneyn Conference by the Foreign 
Secretary, Sir John Simon, to-day, 
embodyhiz the abolition of sub- 
Marines, of gas and chemical war- 
fare, a reduction. in the size of 
warships and of their gun calibre, 
the prohibition of land guns over 
a certain calihre and the limita- 
tlon of conscription by agreement. 

in reference to aubmarines, Sir 
John Simon said; “The skill and 
gallantry in this dangerous ser 
vice—-In Britain to-day we mourn 
the loas of a submarine crew of 
sixty men, engtifed in time af 
pence--are No Justification for its 
continuance.” 


“LT will not dixguise the fact that 
the abolition of the submarine would 
he in the Interests of our country, 
bat In saying this I absolutely deny 
that we regard ‘ite abolition an any 
oxctnalve interest of Gurr. The 
abolition of submarines would be a 
contribution to disarmament which | 
the citizenn of every country could 
understand, Our proposal in in the 
interentas of humanity and atable 
and permanent peace.” 


Underlying Principle. 

Regarding the principle un 
derlying the proposals, Sir John 
Simon sald; “Since our common 
object is to diminish the sum total 
of armaments nnd the expenditure 
upon them, it follows that we must 
direct special attention to auch 
prohilition or limitation as will 
weaken attack and so remove the 
temptation for nygression,” 

Many peace conferences had 
been held before this and the con- 
sequences of thelr failure > hid 
been written in blood in the his- 
tary of the workd 

Failure Menns Calamity. 

“Pailure now, would mean noth- 
ing awhort of an immeasurable 
calamity". 

He reminded the Conference 
that the Intention was both ex 
plicit and Implictt fy the Veranilles 
Treaty that nations, whe oo even 
now were atill suffering from the 
scourge of four years of warfare 
phould reduce the means of con- 
Alet through 2» reduction — of 
national armaments by  inter- 
national agreement. They must 
do this while the lessons of war 
wert atill fresh in the peoples’ 
minda. 

Menns ‘To an End. 

Disarmament was a means to an 
end. Terrible ax was the economic 
burden of armament and cnormous 
an would be the relief to the tax- 
pnyora if it were lifted, that was 
not the primary purpose for which 
they pursued it.. Disarmament 
was pursued as the most effective 
method of promoting pounce nnd of 
limiting the risk of sudden and 
devastating war by a restriction 
of armaments to what was strictly 
necessary for defence and for 
international obligations, and by 
compnrison and co-operation 


among themselves to discredit, 


extravagant, and fantastic claims, 
und to fill the maximum in each 
case ot the lowest figure possible. 

iligh levele of armuments were 
no substitute for security. At 
best, they only created an fllusion 
of security in one quarter while 
at the sume time agaravating the 
sense of insecurity in another. 

Sceurity for all depended on arma- 

ments reduction, Armaments were 
n aymptom of a pathological condi- 
tion. Itwas an attempt to rid one- 
self of a plague by infecting one’s 
neighbours, 

At the conclusion of Sir John 
Simon's specch there was en- 
thusiastie applause and the dele- 
yates of many countries shook him 
by the hand and warmly congratu- 
lated him, 

Striking Figures. 

M. Tardieu, who followed, um- 
plified the French scheme already 
outlined, and declared that France 
was ready -to. make contractual 
engagements — to: limit: armament 
during a fixed period and woukt 
favournbly examine — reductions 
which might be suggested, supple- 
mentnry to those within the frame- 
work of the draft convention.

Eight thousand million pounds’ 
worth of distruction. 

Elght hundred and cighty million

THE DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. 


SUBMARINE ABOLITION 
URGED. 


z Geneva, Feb. 8. 

The abolition of submarincs, 
abolition of gas and chemical war- 
fare, .and of conscription, also the 
reduction in the size of warships, 
reduction of maximum gun call- 
bre, prohibition of land guns 
above 8 certain. calibre, and 
establishment of a permanent Dis- 
armament Commission, are the 
chief points of the British Dis- 
armament programme presented 
by Sir John Simon on the opening 
of the gencral debate at the Dis- 
armament Conference. 

He -said Britain was of opinion 
that the conference should frame 
a general convention, based on 
the continued operation of the 
Washington and London treaties. 

‘Britain aecepted as a basis of 
discussion the general scheme of 
the draft disarmament convention, 
and the methods of limitation by 
reference to establishment of 
the maximum contained therein. 

Sir John . Simon stressed the 
necessity for international agrec- 
ment in order oaffectively to en- 
sure that Hmitations wera not 
overcome, by making known cases 
of transgression with a view to 
bringing effective world pressure 
-on the wrongdoer, ; 

- .* French Promise, 

M. Tardiou -said France was 
convinced. that peace cannot -be 
assured until the League is 
strengthened, therefore proposes 
to endow the Covenant with tho 
necestiary forces. Franco - like- 
wise js ready to pledge herself un- 
conditionally to a-reduction of 
armaments for a limited period; 
and proposes that the League dis- 
pose of three categories of forces; 
first and second acrlal, third mill- 

‘tary and naval, the air forces to 
be furnished by contributions 
from tho participating states.
